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DETAILED ACTION 



The Affidavit under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 1 1/28/05 is sufficient to overcome the rejection 
of claims 91-132 based upon the prior art applied by the examiner in the previous Office actions. 
Specifically, a number of reviewers who are experts in the art convincingly indicated non- 
obviousness of the combination of reduced dimensionality (RD) NMR experiments implied by 
the Applicant for rapid and complete assignments of ^H, ^"'C and *^N chemical shifts for a protein 
molecule, as demonstrated in the Affidavit. Such assignment is a necessary step for elucidation 
of 3D structures of protein molecules, which is one of the major tasks of modem molecular 
biology and biochemistry. 

Claims 91-132 are allowed. The new numbering of claims is 1 through 42.
